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Weather Summary 

For the week ending April 6'^, Montana received below 
normal precipitation. Broadus received the most moisture 
during the week at 1 .1 5 inches. Highs were mostly in the 
50s, and lows were mostly in the positive teens. Huntley 
had the weekly high temperature of 65 degrees, and 
Wisdom had the low temperature of minus 14 degrees. 
Topsoil moisture adequate and surplus is 26 percent, 
below last week's 30 percent and last year's 81 percent. 
Subsoil moisture adequate and surplus is 16 percent, 
below last week's 24 percent and last year's 58 percent. 



The weather outlook for April 1 4"' through April 20"" 



is for 



above normal temperatures and below normal 
precipitation east of the continental divide and for near 
normal temperatures and below normal precipitation west 
of the divide. Normal temperatures for this period in 
Montana are highs in the mid 40s to the upper 50s and 
lows in the upper teens to the lower 40s. 



According to the NRCS, snowpack on April 1^' was 
slightly above average and well above 2007. Mountain 
snow water content statewide was 1 08 percent of 
average and 1 55 percent of last year. Streamflow 
forecasts average 87 to 99 percent of normal for 
Montana. 



Livestock Report 

Seventy-four percent of pastures are now open for 
grazing. Range and pasture feed conditions are worse 
than last year with 14 percent rated good to excellent 
compared to 35 percent the previous year. More moisture 
is needed for spring pastures.
